SLAVE TIIAIU: BILL.—The following is 


the Hill to prevent bringing Slaves into the 
District for sale, but it docs not prevent her 
citizens, from bringing them into the District 
for their own use, or from selling them in the 
District. 
However it is a beginning. 


Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and 


House of Representatives of the United States 
of America, in Congress assembled. 
That 


from and after the 1st day of January next, 
it shall not be lawful to bring into the District 
of Columbia any slave whatever, ibr the pur- 
pose of being sold, or for the purpose of be- 
ing placed in depot, to be subsequently trans- 
ferred to any other State or place, to be sold 
as merchandize. And if any slave shall be 
brought into the said District by its owner, or 
by the authority or consent of its owner, con- 
trary to the provisions of this act, such slave 
shall thereupon become liberated and free.
